Parents  should  endeavor  to 
have  their  children  in  the  school  room  every  school  day  in 
the  term,  if  possible.     For   without   prompt    attendance  the 
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scholar  falls  behind  his  or  her  class-mates,  gets  discouraged 
and  so  fails  to  receive  the  full  benefit  of  the  school.  Another 
thing  in  regard  to  this  school  I  think  should  be  distinctly  un- 
derstood, that  is  that  the  school  house  is  not  to  be  made  a 
place  of  idle  resoit  by  persons  having  no  interest  in  the 
school.  ■ 

Boys  who  do  not  consider  their  own  interests  enough  to 
attend  school,  but  ciioose  rather  to  spend  their  time  in  idle- 
ness, are  not  likely  to  exert  much  influence  for  good  in  the 
school  room,  and  I  think  it  very  imprudent  for  the  teacher 
to  encourage  anything  of  this  kin'L 

A  few  words  in  regard  to  dismissing  school  during  school 
hours.  Of  course  there  are  occasions  when  the  teacher 
would  be  entirely  justified  in  so  doing.  But  il  seems  as 
though  as  the  teacher  is  only  required  to  be  in  the  school 
room  six  hours  a  day,  five  days  in  the  week,  she  should  find 
ample  time  to  attend  to  i)ersoDal  affairs  without  intruding 
upon  school  hours.  Regular  hours,  as  well  as  prompt  at- 
tendance, should  be  required.

GENERAL  REMARKS.
